Controversial measures are expected to provoke sharp battles on the .floor of the house and the 
senate. Higher income taxes, aimed at squeezing profits out of war, are included in the recommendations 
of the senate munitions committee, headed by Senator Gerald P. Nye, to curb profiteering. A national coa 
commission endowed with sweeping powers to control production and fix minimum prices would be set up 
ay the bill regulating the coal industry, authorized by Senator Joseph Pr'&uffey. Senator Robert F. Wag 
ner has helped, shape, two pieces of social legislation. One is the social security bill, which would provide 
old-age pensions, old-age annuities, and unemployment Insurance financed by payroll taxes. Wagner's name 
s attached to another measure which would create a national labor board, provide for collective bargaining 
and outlaw company unions. Representative Wright Patman is author of a bill calling for immediate cash 
payment of the bonus. Another major issue which confronts congress is the fate of the NRA, which wil 
expire in June unless extended. Senator Millard E. Tydings has demanded repeal of both the NRA and 
AAA, 
urging "re-establishment of world trade." President Franklin D., Roosevelt is the key figure to the 


situation. Senator Burton K. Wheeler has been the militant champion of the Whceler-Rayburn bill which 
would put Sie majority of public utility holding companies out of business within five years.

WIDESPREAD HUNT 
FOR TWO-GUN CREW 
WHO ROJJED TRAIN 


CRACK 'LOUISIANA IS VIC- 
TIM OF SWASHBUCKLERS; 


SMALL LOOT REPORTED 


KANKAKEE, 111., April 5. 
Pour swashbuckling two-gun rob- 
bers who held up nearly forty 
persons aboard the crack Gulf- 
coast bound Illinois Central train, 
the "Louislane" were sought in 
a 
wide-spread 
man-hunt . today. 
Their loot totalled 
only 
about 
| $843, railroad reports said. 
; 
Taking virtual command of the 
train in a reign of terror, cowing 
those aboard for 
some 
twenty 
minutes as the train sped south- 
ward out of Chicago last night, 
the gunmen, each armed with two 
.45 calibre pistols, escaped after 
shooting £nd wounding one man, 
and commandeering the automo- 
bile of Edward Goetzler, 26, of 
Kankakee, 111., whom they kid- 
naped. 


The wounded man was George 
Kerr, a salesman from Chicago, 
shot In the hip when he resisted 
the gunmen in the apparent be- 
lief that they were only "kid- 
ding." He was taken to a local 
hospital. His condition-, however, 
was not regarded as serious. 


One of the gunmen shot him 


when he lurched against a rob- 
ber. The bullet penetrated his 
billfold, which contained S40. He 
was compelled to surrender the 
money, but the punctured wallet 
was returned. 
Terrorize Passengers. 


Firing wildly several times to 
put the fear of death Into their 
victims, 
the 
gunmen, 
three of 


whom donned masks shortly be- 
fore the train reached 
Kankakee, 


(carried out the raid with the pre- 
cision of a typical Jesse James 
robbery of days gone by, terroriz- 
ing- the brakeman and a porter, 
and systematically 
robbing 
the 
passengers in the buffet car and 
three coaches. The quartet was 
believed to have 
boarded 
the 
train In a Chicago suburb. 


As the train slowed down for 


the stop at Kankakee the four 
men leaped off, and disappeared, 
later to be joined, by a confeder- 
ate. Two of them seized Goetzler 
near the hospital only a few min- 
utes before Kerr, their wounded 
victim, was brought in for treat- 
ment. 


After the three other gunmen 
joined them they forced Goetzler 
to drive to a .point near Wheaton, 
wliere they dumped him from his 
.machine, and fled in 
his car. 
Posses were thrown into the hunt 
almost immediately, but no trace 
of the 
desperadoes was found. 


Some 
investigators 
believe they 
are hiding in Chicago. 
Train Crew Cowed. 


Trainmen 
aboard 
were 
cowed 
to prevent 
them from 
warning 
the engine crew, as the quartet 
went through with the robbery. 
Passengers said that in each car 
they apparently 
used the same 
tactics, firing a shot into the cell- 
ing and shouting 
they 
would 
"shoot the brains out" of any pas- 
sengers who resisted them. M. I* 
Robinson, a Pullman porter, was 
forced to accompany them aa they 
passed from car to car. He was 
compelled 
to 
lock 
doors 
after 


them. 


Members of the crew said about 


$300 was obtained from passeng- 
ers in the club car. Before step- 
ping into the next car, where 
Kerr was shot, they made the 
passengers kneel on the floor. 
Mrs. Helen Belton, of Chicago, 


en route to Hot Springs. Ark,, 
outwitted the robbers bv tossing 
her purge under a seat. The gun- 
man accosted Mrs. S. B. Graham 
of 
Shreveport, 
La., 
who 
was 


traveling with two children, but 
made no effort to molest her. 


The train which left Chicago 


at 6:05 p. m, and

bound for T^ouisiana resort cities, 
carried two m«il cars, ordinarily

The pipe struck Warren's head, 


inflicting a deep gaah.

Warren grabbled with the pris- 


oner and swung the outer door 
sr t. He backed

youth into an open cell and slam- 
med the door. 
Harvey Bailey, held here after 
his arrest near Paradise, Texas, 
two years ago In connection with 
the kidnaping of Urschel, Okla- 
homa .

pipeline from the Panhandle gas 
fields to St. Louis and Detroit. 


Governor Allred In - a 
special 
message told the legislature it 
was ,ln effect, the opportunity of 
a lifetime in which the state, 
individual Texans, residents of 
St. i_,ouis and Detroit and peo- 
ple all about needing work .would 
be benefitted. 
Sponsors of the 


measure hoped to get It enacted 
before opposition, possibly from 
gas companies already in the pan- 
handle field and fuel companies 
In the ' proposed markets could 
organize.

Brilliant Judge. 
In connection with Judge Scar- 


borough's professional career, it 
can be stated without exaggera- 
tion that he was an astute law- 
yer as a private practitioner, and 
i brilliant judge upon the bench. 
During the few years he was en- 
gaged in the private practice he 
made splendid progress, and had 
he chosen to remain in private 
practice, there is no doubt among 
his colleagues that he would have 
attained 
signal 
success. How- 


ever, he ascended the bench at 
the early age 
of 
thirty-three 


years, at that time one of 
the 


youngest district judges' In Texas, 
and the remainder of his life was 
devoted exclusively 
to 
judicial 


work. 


His long service upon the bench 
was interspersed with many not- 
able law suits. At this point it 
is well to remember that Na- 
varro county contains the oldest 
oil field in 
the 
mld-continenl 
area, and much of the law of 
oil and gas in Texas has been 
pioneered in law suits arising in 
Navarro 
county. Shortly 
after 


Judge Scarborough became 
dis- 
trict judge deep oil was discov- 
ered in Navarro county and oc 
casioned much important litiga- 
tion involving particularly the law 
of oil and gas and of workmen's 
compensation. It was his duty 
and privilege to do much pioneer 
work in these two fields of law 
and no lawyer can become versec 
in the law of either of these two 
subjects ,in particular, 
withou 


familiarizing 
himself 
with 
the 
cases which came before Judge 
Scarborough for adjudication. The 
court over which he presided be 
ing one of criminal as well as 
civil jurisdiction, he had to divide 
his time between civil and crinv 
inal dockets. He was no less as- 
tute as a criminal trial 
judge 


than as a civil trial judge, and 
his record in the trial of crim 
inal cases was of the

order.

because of his recognized ability 
and fearlessness.

he has left an enduring monu 
ment to his qualities as a judge 
and in the hearts of the

host of loyal friends he gathered 
about him from all walks of life 
he has left an enduring tribute 
to his qualities as a man. 


Judge Scarborough was funda 


mentally democratic in his ideals 
One of his most valued and re 
markable traits was his ability t> 
make and hold friends. Men, higl 
and low, great and humble, ad 
mired and respected him and ac 
cepted him as a man of unques 
tioned integrity and honor. Be 
cause he was a friend, his own 
friends were legion. 


He was born in humble circum 


stances among the common peo- 
ple. His roots were deep in th 
soil ,and he was never transplant 
ed, nor did he desire to be.

try in Eastern 
Colorado, 


Wyoming, New Mexico and 
the extreme Western coun- 
ties of Kansas, where they 
plowed 
up 
the 
sod for 


wheat planting by a pro- 
cess known as dry farming. 
It appears that these im- 
mense table lands of desert 
soil were thus deprived of 
their

against the wind, namely 
the foliage of their region, 
and became sinister areas 
of dust.

needed. The volume of our 
air mail is increasing rap- 
idly. In December, 1934, 
the 
amount carried was 


41.72 per cent more than in 
December, 1933. The total 
poundage was the heaviest 
for any single month in air 
mail history. Expansion of 
the air service and the low- 
er rate—a flat six cents an 
ounce—are credited with 
much of the gain in vol- 
ume. 


There is now direct air 


mail service to 46 states 
and indirect service to the 
other two. There is inter- 
island service in the terri- 
tory of Hawaii. The pres- 
ent system includes 28,973 
route miles and serves 193 
cities with total population 
of more than 36 millions.

Karpis., has had numerous nar- 


row brushes with police and fed- 
eral agents. He and a confeder-

Campbell, escaped

Atlantic City, N. J., 


hotel after abandoning their wo- 
man , companions in a gun duel 
with police last January. Later, 
he was trailed to Florida

two most notorious desperadoes, 
Raymond Hamilton and Joe Pal- 
mer, may 
be electrocuted

same night for the murder of 
Major Crowson, a guard, in

prison farm break. 
"Judge S. W. Dean of the 12th 
district court may schedule their 
executions some date in May. 
Hamilton's appeal was dismissed 
and the mandate of the court is- 
sued in late October, after his 
death house escape had been cer- 
tified. Palmer's appeal was con- 
sidered because of his early cap- 
ture, but the conviction was af- 
firmed. The mandate was issued 
yesterday. 


Hamilton and Palmer, compan- 
ions in the Eastham break engi- 
neered by the slain desperado pair, 
Clyde Barrow and Bonnie Parker, 
in which Crowson was shot, also 
were companions In the death cell 
escape last July.

Sheriff Schmld called Fort 
Worth officers and arranged for 
the help of Deputy Sheriff Ches- 
ter Reagan and Detective Carl 
Harmon. He hurried to Fort Worth 
with Decker and Deputies Bryan 
Pack and Ted Hlnton. The last 
was one of the officers who took 
part in the ambush killing of Bar- 
row and hltr gunwoman companion, 
Bonnie Parker, in Louisiana last 
year. 
Allred was taken to Fort Worth, 
and the officers formed « cordon 
around the section of the yard 
where Hamilton was to be found. 
Allred then was told tr- walk to- 
ward a group of men gathered be- 
tween the tracks.

Companion Also Held 
As the officers rushed up after 
Decker ,,had poked his gun into 
Hamilton's ribs, most of the men 
fled,, but one of f em was taken 
Into custody.

Hamilton and 
his 
companion 
were bundled into 
automobiles, 
heavily chained and handcuffed to 
officers, and hurried here. 
The capture ended an intensive 
hunt for the desperado who de- 
veloped from a petty Wichita Falls 
bootlegger into the most sought 
man in the Southwest, which be- 
gan last July when, with five other 
criminals, .he shot his way out of

He re- 
planed Clyde Barrow as the No. 1 
public enemy of the Southwest 
when Barrow and Bonnie Parker 
were shot to death. 
Escaped Prison Twice 
Texas courts assessed 863 years 
against him for robberies and kill- 
ings and he was sent to the state 
penitentiary in the summer of 1933 
to start a long term. Twice he 
escaped from the prison. 
His first break was Jan. 16, 1934, 
when Barrow and his machine 
gunning cohorts raided the East- 
ham prison farm and freed Hamil- 
ton during a heavy fog. 
Hamilton, Barrow, the woman 
and others ot the gang then began, 
a series of depredations that ex- 
tended from South Texas to Terre 
Haute, Ind., raiding small-town 
banks occasionally. 
After a rift between Barrow and 
Hamilton, luck 
turned against 
Hamilton and he was captured in 
April, 1934, after the robbery of a 
Denton county bank. 
A 99-year term was added to his 
sentences, and several weeks later 
a Walker county jury sentenced 
him to death for the slaying of 
Crowson. Hamilton was returned 
to the penitentiary and placed in 
the death cell. 
In July, 1934, he and two others 
joe Palmer and Irvin (Blackle) 
Thompson, using smuggled guns, 
escaped from the death house. .

Palmer was recaptured and re- 


turned to the prison, where he Is 
awaiting the electric chair.

Nearly 1,000 refugees were fed 
and 75 of the 200 homeless fami- 
lies were housed in army tents. 
Sheets of water, laid down by a 
five inch deluge after yesterday's 
wind, hall' and rain storms, cov- 
ered their lands.- 
Eighty-eight houses were torn 
to bits and thousands of acres of 
vegetable crops were ruined. 
Stories,of the storm were many 
today. 
Refugees laughed 
and 
joked and told how -they saved 
their lives as the wind tore in 
from Mexico. 
Jack Willis, formerly of Oak- 
land, Calif., told how he jumped 
Into a water well just before his 
newly constructed garage at Que- 
mado went to pieces. 
B. H. Jolly, formerly of Robert 
Lee, Texas, saw the black clouds 
and hastily dug a hole for 12 mem- 
bers of his family. Covered by a 
wagon bed, they stood In water 
up to their armpits while their 
home and all their belongings 
were swept for a half mile across 
the fields. 
Fred Rogers said he felt his 
home being lifted into the air and 
grabbed a sewing machine for an- 
chorage. 
A kitchen stove struck 
him when his house crashed to the 
earth. He will recover. 


Katherine Still, formerly of Lub- 
bock was blown from her shatter- 
ed house-by the wind and grabbed 
a fence post. Covered only by a 
few shreds of clothing, she'suffer- 
ed cuts and bruises when hail 
peppered her body.

They became known «s 
the committee was called into an- 
other meeting to give final approv- 
al to the bill. 


Republicans Immediately seized 


upon the estimates as providing 
new support for their contention 
that the bill puts too heavy a bur- 
den on business. The republican 
members of the ways and means 
committee talked over the figures 
In a meeting preliminary to a con- 
ference of the 103 G. O. P. house 
members tonight. They indicated 
that if it wero possible they would 
try either to eliminate the taxes, 
to reduce them to or postpone their 
effective dates. 


Democrats, meanwhile, continu- 


ed tholr survey of party sentiment, 
and Indicated 
that they felt a 


"modified gag rule" blocking the 
republicans' moves would be pro- 
posed. The rule, most democratic 
leaders agreed, would permit only 
amendments offered by the ways 
and means committee. 


Two Types Levies 


In its final form, the measure 


levies two types of taxes on pay- 
rolls: One for contributory old-age 
annuities amd one -for unemploy- 
ment Insurance. The old-age an- 
nuity taxes start at 2 per cent on 
January 1, 1937—half paid by the 
employe and half by the employer 
—and rise 1 per cent each three 
years to a total of 6 per cent on 
January 1, 1949. 
The 
unemployment 
Insurance 


taxes—also on 
payrolls—are 
all 


paid by the employer and begin at 
1 per cent on January 1, 1936, and 
Increase 1 per cent a year to 3 per 
cent on January 1, 1938. 


The committee experts calculat- 


ed that tho unemployment insur- 
ante tax would coat the employer 
$200,000,000 next 
calendar 
year, 


$400,000,000 In 1937, $600,000,000 in 
1938 and each year afterward. 


They figured that the annuities 


tax would cost the. employer and 
tho employe each $200,000,000 in 
3937, $300,000,000 in 1940, $400,000,- 
000 in 1943, $500,000,000 in 1946 and 
$600,000,000 in 1949. 
Thus, they calculated, the total 


tax burden would be $200,000,000 
in 1936, rising to $800,000,000 in 
1937, 
to $1,000,000,000 in 1938, to 


$1,200,000,000 in 1940; to $1,400,000,- 
000 in 1943. to $1,600,000,000 In 1946, 
and to a $1,800,000,000 minimum In 
1949. 
Republicans also said that In ad- 


dition to those sun.o it would be 
necessary to get $98,438,000 out of 
general tax receipts 
next fiscal 


year for other phases of tho bill. 
That total includes $49,750,000 


for old age pensions to the needy; 
$24,750,000 for dependent children, 
$10,000,000 for public health and 
$3,800,000 for maternal and child 
welfare. 
In future years, the cost of old 


age pensions for the needy would 
decrease, but after the next fiscal 
year there would be a federal ap- 
propriation of $49,000,000 annuallly

RAT ERADICATION 


CAMPAIGN WILL BE 
LAUNCHED MONDAY 


Plans for a new rat eradication 


program *n Corsicana were an- 
nounced Saturday by Dr. W. T. 
Shell, Jr., city health officer, with 
the starting date for the campaign 
set for Monday. 
The work will 
be under the direction of Joe B. 
Lindsey of the U. S. Bureau of Bio- 
logical Survey. 
It Is estimated 
that 60 days will be required to 
complete the arogram. 


A group of workers supplied by 
the Navarro county relief board, 
with J. E. Skinner as foreman, 
are scheduled to begin the pre- 
liminary work Monday of enlisting 
the support of business men In 
the program, according to the an- 
nouncement. 


In outlining the plan. Dr. Shell 


pointed out that the poison, traps 
and workmen are to be furnished 
by the relief commission with the 
butness men asked to contribute 
the cost of the bait, estimated at 
approximately $1 per 
establish- 
ment. 


Red squill will be used as a 


poison and the city health officer 
pointed out that children, dogs 
and cats could not be killed by 
the poison. It is the same method 
used in the campaign staged In 
Corsicana In 1033 when thousands 
of rodents were killed In the city- 
wide campaign. 


According to present plans, the 


poisoned bait will be used first 
and will be followed in turn by 
traps to eliminate rodents as near- 
ly as possible. In urging whole- 
sale co-operation with the project 
the doctor called attention to the 
fact that 
gove.rnment estimates 


show that the rats cause approxi- 
mately $75 damage per year per 
store in addition to being a men- 
ace to the health of the communi- 
ty, and added that It was much 
cheaper to make a community 
wide effort rather than have In 
dividual attempts to clear prert.- 
Ises of the animals. 


The drive Is being sponsored at 
this time In an effort to prevent 
a recurrence of the epidemic of 
typhus fever which struck the city 
in 1933 and resulted in the first 
big drive. 
GAS PIPELINE DILL 
RECOMMITTED PDAY 
TO HOUSEJOMMIITEE 


AUSTIN, April 5.—W)—A bill to 


establish a public corporation to 
construct a $60,000,000 gas pipe- 
line to carry gas from the huge 
reserve In the Texas Panhandle to 
St. Louis and Detroit received a 
setback In the house of represen- 
tatives today when it was re-re- 
ferred to the committee on oil, 
gas and mining.
